treaty. The latter included a list of products which Seuader can export and 
import to and fron Chile, a: well as a system of proposed compensation for tha 
respective countries. The treaty will be consummated after Chile has indicated 
its approvisl of the proposed draft. 


The Itelian Legation in Quite also has submitted a draft of a prepesed commercial 


. . treaty between Italy and Eeualor to the Ministry in Quite. This draft has beon 
forwarded to the Special Comtsgion for study and recommendation.
